persons will start December Imperial County, 
under cooperative auspices the County Medical 
Society, state and local departments public health, 
and state and local tuberculosis associations.

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The Child Health Institute 
Rochester, Minnesota 

The Rochester Child Health Institute, which from 
its start 1944 until its incorporation this year was 
the Rochester Child Health Project, has its 
the physical and mental health all the chil- 
dren Rochester, Minnesota, city 33,000. does 
not function self-contained institution, nor are its 
basic aims very original. Many the services which 
its staff contributes are not new Rochester. There 
were well baby and well child clinics before there was 
school before. Most the services which 
contributes are actually under other auspices: the 
Rochester and Olmsted County Health Unit, the well 
child conferences the Mayo Clinic, the section 
obstetrics and gynecology the Mayo Clinic, and fhe 
public and parochial schools. Even its staff largely 
borrowed from other institutions: pediatricians and 
psychiatrists from the staff the Mayo Clinic, fellows 
pediatrics and psychiatry from the Mayo Founda- 
tion, and public health nurses from the Rochester and 
Olmsted County Health Unit and the University 
Minnesota. 

What then? Basically focal point which 
draws together agencies, individuals, and points 
view the field child health, and then tries bring 
them bear the children through available activi- 
ties. When staff and facilities are not available not 
sufficient elsewhere the institute itself may supply 
them. That why has three psychologists, one full- 
time and one half-time pediatrician, nutritionist, and 
anursery school supervisor who are its very own, not 
loaned anyone else. also has some secretaries and 
statistical workers. has some small offices its own. 
one respect its situation unusual. There are only 
two private practitioners medicine Rochester who 
are not connected with the Mayo and neither 
them pediatrician. Therefore the institute has the 
field preventive pediatrics and psychiatry almost 
entirely itself. 

Although originally supported entirely the Mayo 
Foundation, the institute has recently incorporated 
and made community-wide fund appeal.

Bulk candy and cookies longer have 
weighed out and packaged while the buyer watches, 
under exemption pure food regulations adopted 
October the State Board Public Health. 

The new rule will meet needs expressed stores 
which sell large quantities candy and cookies bulk, 
and whose representatives petitioned the board its 
meeting Berkeley. 

According Dr. Wilton Halverson, State 
tor Public Health, the revised regulations will con- 
tinue protect California consumers from unsafe 
fraudulent packaging. 

Exemptions are granted for the two confections 
only when they are identified ‘‘pre-packaged from 
bulk’’ signs posted visible bins from 
which they are drawn. The signs must name each con- 
fection and list its ingredients. Moreover, all ready- 
packed bags must transparent, weigh more than 
one pound, bear weight tag, and carry the seller’s 
name and address.
